Policeman Emil Shogren, 32 years 
old, 1146 West Marquette road, father 
of three small girls, was shot and 
killed in a gun ‘battle at 39th street 
and Michigan boulevard late last night 
when Sergt. John Shortall’s detective 
bureau squad attempted to question 
two Negroes. 

The Negroes opened fire on Shogren 
and Sergt. Shortall as the latter ap- 
proached them. Guns blazed on both 
sides for a moment, then Shogren fell 
with a bullet in his heart and the Ne- 
groes fled. 

Shortall pursued the Negroes, re- 
turning their fire as he ran. One of 
the colored men dropped to the side- 
walk, shot in the jaw. The other ran 
through a passageway into a back 
yard at 3859 Michigan avenue, where, 
shortly afterward, he was shot dead by 
Frank Pietrowiak, another member of 
the squad. 

Identify Slain Negro. 

Policeman Shogren was rushed to 
the Lakeside hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead. Thedead Negro, left 
lying in the yard, was later jdentified 
by a railroad pass card in his pocket 
as Robert Nash of Orland, Ml., and 
2821 South State street. The wounded 
‘man identified himself at the Bridewell 
hospital as Joseph Copps, 32, of 3857 


State street. Both men have prison 
records.

Benton, Ill., April 18.—(4)—Chariey 
Birger, gang leader, who jeered at 
prospects of death on the gallows, 
made two attempts to end his life in 
the county jail in the last few days, 
John W. Smith, deputy United States 
marsha] told the Associated Press to- 
night.

Birger’s attempt this morning,”

night. He asked his guards to turn 
out the light in his cell.

Lovan brought the milk and placed 
it in his cell where he might drink it 
when he wi@:ed, but handed him a 
heavy China cup instead of a glass.

T rout Fishing 


\ 
BY BOB BECKER. 
Because of recent snow and cold 
April weather it looks as if May first 
trout fishing would be way off this 
year.. The snowstorm which swept 
through the north country shoved 
spring out of the picture, leaving big 
drifts in many places and thus placing 
a burden on the weather man. This 
snow must be run off and streams get 
back to something like normal before 
opening day if one is to connect with 
good catches of trout. 

Within a few days we'll have more 
definite information for you on the 
condition of a number of trout streams 
in northern Wisconsin and upper 
peninsula of Michigan, although right 
now the outlook is none too encourag- 
ing. 

However, the wise fisherman  in- 
variably can find an “early” stream 
which will yield trout through the 
proper operation of worm or spinner. 
We've picked our dates for a trip early 
in May and, high water and snowdrifts 
to the contrary, we're going to try 
our luck. 

Michigan will continue, its creel 
census this year, so be prepared to 
furnish information regarding your 
catch if a warden happens to meet 
you on a trout stream. The conserva- 
tion department of Michigan is asking 
the wardens to peek into creels, not 
with the idea of detecting violators, 
but for the purpose of noting the size 
and number of trout which one can 
catch in certain streams, This dope

It is probable that the expected pro- 
test against blacklisting of some 
speakers by certain chapters and the 
dictation of national policies by the 
national officers without submission to 
the membership will be voiced from 
the floor by the Michigan delegation. 
In reply to rumors that the protest 
would be made by Massachusetts dele- 
gates, their state regent, Mrs. James 
Charles Peabody, answered with this 
question: 
“How could they introduce the 
blacklist question? I know of none.”’ 
“So long as the Russian govern- 
ment is dominated by the communist 
party,” Silas Blake Axtell told the 
convention today, “and they stick to 
the Marxian tenents of world revolu- 
tion together with Lenin’s idea of 
the third internationale, I don’t see 
how we can recognize the present 
Russian state.’

High School Orchestra.

Catch young musicians soon eno 
give them the right kind of training 
and direction, and there is not much 
of anything that you cannot make 
them do. The Nationa] High School 
orchestra, composed of members from 
the high schools of thirty-eight states, 
played at the Auditorium last night, 
and their program was something of 
an eye opener.

HOUSE BILL WOULD 
KILL FAVORITISM 
IN FOREIGN SERVICE 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Reorganization of the state de 
partment and the elimination of favor- 
itism in the promotion of diplomatic 
and consular officers in its foreign 
service are among the objects sought 
in a bill introduced in the house today 
by Representative Porter [Rep., Pa.], 
chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee. 

The measure would increase salaries 
for underpaid officers in the state de- 
partment at Washington and organ- 
ize a new “home service” composed 
of all officers in the t re 
ceiving salaries above $3,000 annually. 
The number of executive officers in the 
department of state is increased from 
one undersecretary to two and from 
four assistant secretaries to’ six. 

Salaries of the undersecretaries 
would be raised from $7,500 a year to 
$13,500 and those of asdistant secre- 
taries from $7,500 to $12,000. Only three 
of the eight high ranking secretaries 
may be appointed from the foreign 
service, 


“Tam anxious to see salaries raised 
so we can keep the best class of men 
in the service,” Mr. Porter said in ex- 
planation of his bill. 

“ At present the men at Washington 
as a rule receive much smaller gal- 
aries than the ministers and other 
diplomatic officers in the field. That 
arangement may have been all right 
in the days of the sailing ship but in 
these days of rapid communication the 
men at home should be of as high 
caliber as the men in the field.
